President  Nguyen  Van  Thieu  said  last 
night  that  Hanoi  has  requested  a 
cease-fire  and  one  could  come  soon,  but 
he  stood  firm  on  his  demand  that  any 
truce  must  cover  all  Indochina  and  be 
internationally  guaranteed. 

The  United  States  meanwhile  has 
quietly  curtailed  its  bombing  of  North 
Vietnam  at  this  crucial  stage  of  the  peace 
talks,  informed  sources  said  yesterday. 

Informants  confirmed  that  American 
'jets  have  been  flying  half  their  usual 
number  of  strikes  over  North  Vietnam 
and  avoiding  targets  around  Hanoi  and 
Haiphong  on  orders  from  President 
Nixon. 

Thieu  also  rejected  a tripartite  coalition 
government  for  South  Vietnam,  as 
proposed  by  the  Communists.  He  said  his 
country’s  political  future  could  be 
negotiated  only  between  Saigon  and  the 
Communist-led  National  Liberation 
Front,  known  as  the  Viet  Cong,  based  on 
free  elections. 

“There  may  be  a cease-fire  in  the  near 
future  because  the  Communists  have 


we  as  voters  are  concerned  with-the 
Vietnam  war,  inflation  and 
unemployment.  They  are  matters  which 
concern  us  now  and  we  should  know 
what  measures  are  being  taken  to  solve 
them.”

“some  progress”  in  Vietnam  peace  efforts 
but  seemed  to  discourage  any  notion  that 
the  war  will  end  in  the  next  week  or  two. 

Press  secretary  Ronald  L.  Ziegler  held  a 
news  conference  shortly  after  Henry  A. 
Kissinger,  President  Nixon’s  assistant  for 
national  security  affairs,  reported  for  an 
hour  to  Nixon  and  Secretary  of  State 
William  P.  Rogers. 

Kissinger,  returning  here  last  night  after 
six  conferences  in  five  days  in  Saigon 
with  South  Vietnamese  President  Nguyen 
Van  Thieu  had  said  himself:  “We  made 
some  progress.”

College  students  traditionally  seek  the  sanctity  of  the  group,  and  why 
not? 

A club,  whether  social,  cultural  or  spiritual,  feels  a need  for 
companionship  and  activity  that  would  be  futile  in  a crowd  of  25,000. 
Without  clubs  there  would  be  no  Western  Week,  no  Belle  of  the  ‘Y’,  no 
cookies  for  servicemen,  no  letter-writing  campaigns  to  Hanoi,  no 
Homecoming  parade  and  no  Arizona  Stomp. 

Yet,  in  another  vein,  there  would  be  no  black-balling,  no  loss  of 
dignity  that  comes  with  being  cut  from  a pledge  list,  no  hazing  and  no 
bitter  feelings. 

The  alternatives  are  not  absolute,  for  clubs  can  and  do  exist  without 
the  questionable  connotations  attached  to  the  stereotyped  image  of 
fraternities  and  sororities. 

We  laud  the  efforts  of  Vice-president  of  Organizations,  Mike  Stevens, 
to  lift  the  quality  of  rush  activities  at  BYU.  His  program,  if  followed,  is 
a painless  way  to  fulfill  the  original  purpose  of  BYU  clubs,  to  provide 
that  every  student  in  the  University  shall  belong  to  a group  of  congenial 
companions  with  like  interests. 

There  is  no  place  in  the  framework  of  the  Gospel  for  the  club  that 
denies  membership  to  a coed  whose  smile  is  not  quite  bright  enough,  or 
a man  whose  wardrobe  is  not  quite  sophisticated  enough. 

The  dignity  of  the  individual  is  paramount,  and  isn’t  that  what 
companionship  is  all  about? 

A law  for  the  little  guy 


Attention,  Utah  consumers.  What  appears  to  be  a poor  excuse  for  a 
law  may  be  one  of  those  “blessings  in  disguise.” 

A Utah  law,  enacted  in  1937,  has  made  it  impossible  for  merchants  to 
sell  products  for  less  than  a six  per  cent  markup.  Disobedient  merchants 
do  so  at  the  risk  of  suffering  a $100  to  $299  fine  per  item.  That’s 
enough  to  put  a store  under,  according  to  Ron  Norton,  manager  of 
Norton’s  Market. 

Three  weeks  ago  Skaggs  in  Provo  was  enjoined  to  cease  the 
advertisement  and  sale  of  six  items  marked  for  less  than  the  law 
prescribes.  Reams,  Storehouse  and  Norton’s  Market  have  also  been 
taken  before  the  courts  to  answer  for  items  such  as  ice  cream,  tuna  fish 
and  flour  marked  for  less  than  cost  plus  six  per  cent; 

It  may  be  difficult  to  understand  how  this  sort  of  law  could  possibly 
have  been  passed.  To  even  test  the  imagination  further  is  to  wonder 
how  it  could  have  stood  through  time  with  all  the  current  hassle 
concerning  economy.  Surely  this  law  is  not  helping  the  consumer.  And 
aren’t  laws  made  for  the  good  of  the  people? 

A closer  examination  of  the  law  may  prove  educational.  Chain 
stores-stores  with  a lot  of  capital  backing  them-can  afford  to  bring 
prices  down  below  cost.  The  small  store  is  consequently  knocked  out  of 
competition.  Of  course,  we  wouldn’t  have  to  waste  our  time  going  from 
store  to  store  seeking  the  best  buy— but  that’s  the  positive  side  of 
things.  When  the  small  store  is  no  longer  around  to  offer  some  sort  of 
competition,  the  chain  store  can  do  what  it  will  with  prices.  The  market 
is  totally  cornered  and  the  consumer  is  made  a slave  to  the  price-and 
the  large  store. 

Agnews  is  bad  news 

Spiro, Agnew  is  so  sold  on  BYU,  we  have  a good  chance  of  becoming 
his  runningmate  in  1976. 

Or  so  it  would  appear  from  yesterday’s  “political  rally”  where 
plaudits  flew  as  freely  as  polished  apples. 

Mr.  Agnew’s  speech  writers  had  apparently  done  their  homework. 
For  in  the  brevity  of  his  remarks,  the  Saints  became  the  people  who 
had  done  “more  than  any  other  to  safeguard  the  constitution  under 
which  their  ancestors  failed  to  gain  protection.” 

J.  Willard  Marriott  became  a “legend  in  his  own  time  ...  the  very 
fibre  of  life  in  Washington.”  And  the  names  of  every  Mormon 
statesman  of  note  were  hung  on  the  GOP  wash  line. 

Students  who  packed  the  Marriott  Center  to  catch  a bit  of  the 
famous  unabashed  Agnew  rhetoric,  were  treated  instead  to  the  new 
Spiro- ready-made  for  the  election,  tied  to  a stack  of  non-committal 
notes.  While  the  sincerity  and  pride  of  a great  American  were  present, 
the  candid  sparkle  was  gone. 

The  bevy  of  candidates  went  away  with  the  traditional  feathers  in 
their  caps,  hut  the  audience  could  only  reiterate  another  chapter  in  the 
continuing  saga  of  Mormon  history. 

We  hope  that  Mr.  Agnew,  re-elected  or  not,  will  be  permitted  to 
return  to  the  old  flare  after  the  election.  In  the  meantime,  because  he  is 
so  interested  in  the  Church,  would  he  like  to  know  more?

The  entire  Provo  police 
department  and  about  30  BYU 
Security  officers  worked  closely 
with  Secret  Service  agents  to 
provide  security  during  Vice 
President  Agnew’s  brief  Provo 
visit. 

Lt.  Max  Littlefield,  coordinator 
of  efforts  of  the  Provo  police 
department  during  the  visit,  said 
that  all  days  off  and  holidays  for 
city  police  officers  were  cancelled. 
“The  whole  police  department 
was  involved,”  he  said. 

Lt.  Littlefield  said  that  Secret 
Service  advance  men  arrived  in 


Provo  last  Thursday  to  begin 
preparing  for  the  vice  president’s 
visit.  BYU  Security  Chief  Swen 
Nielsen,  who  coordinated 
activities  of  BYU  officers,  said  the 
advance  party  discussed 
procedures  in  a “rather  detailed 
fashion.” 


Both  indicated  that  they  were 
not  at  liberty  to  reveal  the  total 
number  of  Secre't  Service  agents 
involved  in  the  coordinated  effort. 
But  Lt.  Littlefield  said  that  Provo 
police  had  direct  contact  with 
eight.  “But  there  were  an  awful 


lot  more  than  that,”  he  added. 

Besides  providing  routine  crowd 
and  traffic  control  measures, 
officers  assisted  in  checking 
people  as  they  entered  the 
Marriott  Center.  Lt.  Littlefield 
also  indicated  that  each  area 
where  the  vice  president  was  to  go 
was  “secured”  by  a Provo  police 
bomb-disposal  expert. 


Both  Littlefield  and  Nielsen 
indicated  that  the  operation  was 
very  smooth  with  no  problems  at 
all.  Littlefield  said,  “It  was  an 
enjoyable  experience.”

University  of  Texas-El  Paso 
Athletic  Director  George  McCarty 
announced  Monday  former  BYU 
football  coach  Tommy  Hudspeth 
will  replace  Bobby  Dobbs  as  head 
football  coach  to"finish  this 
season. 

Hudspeth  had  been  UTEP 
offensive  coordinator  this  year. 

Dobbs  resigned  after  Saturday 
night’s  56-7  drubbing  by  the 
University  of  New  Mexico.  Earlier 
in  the  week,  Dobbs  was  quoted  as 
saying  he  would  resign  his  post  if 
the  Miners  lost  to  New  Mexico. 

McCarty  said  the 
recommendation  of  Husdpeth  was 
by  unanimous  decision  of  the 
Faculty  Athletic  Council.  The 
recommendation  was  approved  by 
UTEP  President  Joseph  R.  Smiley. 

Dobbs  did  not  appear  at  the 
news  conference  when  the 
announcement  was  made. 

A second  UTEP  coach  resigned 
as  the  Athletic  Council  was 
meeting  to  approve  Hudspeth. 
Defensive  coordinator  Y.  C. 
McNease  said  he  quit  because,  “1 
wouldn’t  be  happy  here  without 
Coach  Dobbs  and  1 don’t  think  I 
could  do  a good  job.” 

McNease  came  to  UTEP,  then 
called  Texas  Western  in  1965  with 
Dobbs. 

Hudspeth  was  head  football 
coach  at  BYU  for  eight  years 
before  accepting  the  UTEP  post 
last  year.  His  BYU  teams 
compiled  a 39-42-1  record. 

In  1 965,  he  coached  the 
Cougars  to  their  first  WAC 
championship,  then  posted  an  8-2 
mark  in  1 966. 

He  began  coaching  in  1953  at 
Norman,  Okla.,  High  School. 


Tom  Hudspeth  . . . head  coach 
again 


After  a two-year  stint  in  the  Air 
Force,  he  moved  to  Tulsa  Central 
in  1956. 

Hudspeth  joined  the  staff  of 
Head  Coach  Bobby  Dobbs  at 
Tulsa  University  in  1957.  When 
Dobbs  took  over  the  Calgary 
Stampeders  of  the  Canadian 
Football  League  in  1961, 
Hudspeth  also  joined  the 
Canadian  club. 

Hudspeth  parted  with  Dobbs  in 
1964,  when  he  came  to  BYU. 
Rocky  Mountain  coach  of  the 
year  honors  went  to  the  BYU 
mentor  in  1965. 

Dobbs  created  a regional  power 
of  a Miners  team  that  had  lost 
every  game  in  1 964  and  had  gone 


seven  seasons  without  a winning 
record.  The  1965  Miners  were  8-3 
under  Dobbs,  capping  the  year 
with  a 13-12  victory  over  Texas 
Christian  in  the  Sun  Bowl. 

McNease  moved  to  the 
University  of  Michigan  after  the 
1965  season,  then  became  head 
coach  at  Idaho  in  1968,  He  was  an 
assistant  coach  at  Kansas  State  in 
1960  and  returned  to  UTEP  in 
1971. 

McNease  said  he  has  not 
decided  what  he  will  do  now. 

Dobbs  quit  in  the  middle  of  his 
1 8th  season  as  a head  football 
coach  of  both  college  and 
professional  teams.  His  college 
and  pro  clubs  won  a total  of  1 1 0 
games  while  losing  84  and  tying 
seven. 

In  eight  years  at  UTEP,  the 
Miners  won  41,  lost  35  and  tied 
twice.  This  year  the  WAC  Miners 
have  won  only  one  game.  They 
lost  to  Lamar  University, 
University  of  the  Pacific,  Utah, 
BYU  and  New  Mexico.  The  single 
victory  was  21-20  over  New 
Mexico  State  Sept.  30. 

Dobbs  announced  no  future 
plans,  but  it  is  expected  he  will 
remain  at  Texas-El  Paso  in  an 
advisory  capacity. 

During  eight  years  as  BYU  head 
coach,  Hudspeth  coached  such 
Cougar  greats  as  Virgil  Carter,  Phil 
Odle,  Chris  Farasopoulos  and 
Gordon  Gravelle. 

In  his  first  four  years  at  BYU, 
Husdspeth  teams  compiled  a 
respectable  23-16-1  record. 
However,  from  1968-1971  his 
teams  slipped  to  16-26.  After  a 
5-6  season  in  1971,  Hudspeth 
accepted  the  UTEP  post.

Ca n c e r . Society  announced 
yesterday  it  will  intensify  its 
antismoking  campaign,  with 
emphasis  on  young  people  and  a 
goal  of  “cessation  clinics”  in  every 
community.
